The 
division is to have a wartime T/O of 18,309 to 20,090 men. The division 
as of late Septemcer, consisted of about 12,390 men, of whom 10,90 lived 
in tents, and was quartered in the area of the former Gertan Army amminition 
despot in Torgelos.

2. Slements of the headquarters of the division were still stationed in Prenziau, 
and infantry anc. motor transport units were also observed there. The elements 
of the KVPD 1213 quartered at the former airfield barracks and in the former 
thode Kaserne on Alsen Strasse had a ration strength of about 3,109 men on 
25 September. VP Inspekteur Niedel (fnu)} was the comanding officer of the 
KVPD, his chief of staff was VP Kormandeur frum (fnu), administrative officer 
was YP Oberrrt Decke (iinu) and VP Rat “ichuann (fnu) was the ordnance officer 
of the unit. (2) 


3. Volkspolizei from through-out HKastern Germany continuously arrived in Torzelon, 
because quartering facilities in Prenazlau were ovarcronded. ceasons of all 
types also arrived in the area fron the U.S.S.it. A total of 102,900 construction 
workers are allegedly amployed in the Torgelow area in order to couplets 
quarterin;; facilities there as soon as possible.

these data confir™ previous information furnished by numerous v7? ceserters, 
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according to whom a Kasernierte Volksri0lizei division is being or-vanigzed «in 
the Torselow area. The stated wartime T/0 strength of 18,030 to 29,900 xen 

is too high. It is therefore believed that this figure refers to all the VP 
units quartered in the Torgelowefszesin area. Tro divisions are orobably 
activated in this area. 

This information confirms previous resorts accordinz to which a total of 
3,209 Volkspolizei vere quartered in ?renzlau in early Jetober 1952, Novever, 
the Volkspolizei quartered in the barracks installation on Alsen Strasse 
allegedly are an independent unit directly assimed to the Armee wupne dord 
in Pasewalk and not to KVPD 1213. The wit comprises infantry, artillery, 
tank, SP gun and engineer elements and nossibly is a cadre unit charred with 
the organization of an additional division. According to information furnished 
by other sources, VP Inspekteur Ziedel (fnu) is cocianding officer or civic 

of staff of Armee Grunpe ord. Hovever, the corractness 
of this information is doubted as it is believed that 2iodel either ic the 
comaancing officer of the division activated ty K¥2D 1213 in the Toreolow area 
or the commander of Volksvolizei units quartered in Pronzlau. 

It is believed that the detaching of perso:ziel from various Kaseriierte ¥olics= 
polizei units in Uastern Jermany to Arsy Grows ‘orth was essentially con*eted 
in early September 1962. It could not be deterstined, whether the aras saioments 
from the U.S.0e0, to Sermany as observed xrior to late September, continued 
at the same level aftor this date. The number of 190,009 construction vorlers 
appears to be grcssly oxagzerated, particularly as the VP units quartered in 
the Torgelow—iggesin area are also employed on construction wor':. 

The large number of soviot advisors anc instructors agnears credible, rrior 
to the sunzer of 1952, Kasernicrte Volkspolizei wits wore only equénoed tith 
a few samples of Lovist weapons which vere adequate for limited trainin: 
activities. The extensive aris shimxients observed since Aurust would sxercit 
tne troadoning of the scope of the trsining activities. The munrer of Servan 
instructors available with tasernierte Volkspolizei units nas inaceyuate vor 
these new training wissions, varticularly as a hich percentarze of tiese units 
consisted of recruits who had only received hasic infantry trainings and had 
not had arny training with snecial veasons.
